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“CHR STIAN SCIENCE,”

We wishto join issue with our corieapon- 
dent, “ An Unsci utific Christian,” and we 
too desire to be absolved from the euspicion 
of mere i lle sneers. As“ Christian Sc-ence ”’ 
acems now to be making a Wid tor public 
sympathy an! support in Hongkeng, and we 
honestly believe it to be an intellectually 
foolish cult, and likely to cause grievous 
bodily harm to the yeung and thoughtless 
who come under its influenc’, our plain duty 
is to aay what we have to any, while there is 
time and opportunity, In answer to our 
enquiries, we have been given tr unde rat nd 
that there «ill be no oppoiturily for ques- 
tions-and debate at the puldic me ting, 80 
perhaps if we indica‘e the atiitude of the 
general public toward the question, the 
lecturer may te prompled to deal with it 
on ag popular lines us lef can, stating his 
propositions go thit all can cl arly grasp 
them, and not ob:curing such jlain issues 
as those typical ones raised by our 
corresponent by juggling with the Eng: 
lish language iu the pseudo-metaphyrics 
phrases sone people seeur so fi nd .of 
“ Mesopotan:ia ’? was a blessed word to Ol: 
old woman, | ut it has no esuterie signifi - 
ance for the g neral public. Of course t! ere 
are many sides to “ Christian Seence,” but 
the aspect of it that chiefly interests ou'- 
aders is its claims with regaid to health 
aud diserse uud pan, It ia in this relation 
that we dread its possible influence, wl! ev 
we say it secma “likely to cause grievous 
bodily harm.” We arc thinking of the 
c ildren and childish dependants «f “ Chris- 
tan Scientists,” theie physical pains, eat 
th: physical injury that thr at ns them if 
materia] medical precautions and remedics 
are cenied them. We take it that aut 
hypnotism, the power of aute-ar oo her 
suggesticn, is older than. © Chirts ian 
Science,” and we are not denying the power 
in that way of what we call the Mind. 
Possibly “ Christian Science" so calle-l, or 
auto-hypnotism, does persuade a faithful 
patient that he or she is not sufferins 
pain. Thus a man wits a cancer iiay 
derive temporary ease, or cven the pains of 
child birth Le suljectively ussuaged ; but 
the material cancer grows, and the material 
child demands material «atlentions. Do 
“ Christian Scientists,’ :s we are intemed, 
deprecate the use of the surgcon's huite in 
the former case? If they do, can wl 
expected to regard their responsibility 
lightly? We have heard of “ Christian. 
Scientist’ parents being indicted for ue 
slaughter due to neglecling the material 
needs of their offspring. and we do nat 
welcome the pro-pect of such cases cocur tu ¢ 
in this Colony. It has been whisper dito 
us thit to sa defy the law a imedical mat bin 
been called in, and that tu satisfy the 
“Christian-Science ” ccuscieuce his pre 
scription was ignured. Such monstrous 
possibilities alarm us. At the risk of 
appea ing intolerant «nd lacking in rever- 
ence for the honest belu fs of | oneat pe ple. 
we must warn the public against shattung 
its ayes to such prassibil tics. Pcrliapa the 
lecgurer who is con ing willbe advise las we 
hope he will, to deal with these aud similir 
fears, to answer them iu calcgorical or easily 
understood terms. The most priceless thing 
the British Govtrnwent has piven te us is 
liberty of conscience, wud we would te the 
last to infringe on that impcccable raght, ! 
but in the interes of the public weal there 
have to be limits to its trauslition into 
conduct. We cannot alluw the parental 
“‘couscience” to sacrifice the phys well 
being of the risi.g geueration, What Mitt 
calls “self-regarding conduct” need not be 


interfered with by society (although we do 
interfere in some instances, 18 of suicide) ; 
but if “Christian Scientists” and * Pe- 
culinr Peopls” neglect the material nee Is 
of those dependant upon them, who are too 
young to judye for themaclves, Society is 
hound tn intervene, drastienlly and in 
earmest. We Kn ow that such “ Christian 
Se'entists’? as are in Hongkong will not 
resent these comments, which are at levst 28 
sinc -ra as their own teachings. True Truth 
has nothing to fear from any attacks what- 
g-ever, and if it be not the Truth, its be- 
lievera should be thankful for every chance 
of being undeceived, As for tho resent- 
ment of those peo; le who e ubrace ane faith 
of any kind, in the manner of the traditional 
ostrich burying its head in the sund, and 
who are not prepared for all hovest en ity 
or criticism cone rning their position, we 
do not attach any imp rtance to it at all. 
It invariihly indicates want of c mfidence in 
their own beliefs, and stamps them at once 
as peojle fr whon there is no possible 
intellectual hope. The lively conviction 
challenges investigation, ant meeta it in- 

onnousl¥, not ingeniously. Such, we hope, 
will be forthcoming in the pre-ert cise.

A LOCAL MATTER.

It is in tie’ nature of things that good 
work should go appar: ntly unnoticed, and 
occasional slips or alleged slips, be spe- 
cially noted. His Worship Mr. Hazevanp 
inakes an excellent magistrate, and the

We can ndmit at once that. cur journalis‘ic 
confrére LaBsoucnere of Truth would have 
difficulty in filling his famous pillory if his 
field were restricted to the courts of this 
Colony, but the very rarity of error ouly 
makes it appear the more siriking. As 
rezards the polic: side of the question, we 
should also hasfen to remind ourselves Chit 
their lot igs not. a happy one when de ding 
with such perseveringly irritatir pe people as 
riesha and chair coolies, and much previous 
worr in miking them cbserve the regula- 
tion against loitering in front of busy 
premises doubtless contributed to the error 
of judgment «tiributed to the lukeng whose 
conduct is described in to-day'’s article 
headed “ Lukcngs and chair coolies.”

But iu prac- 
tical alfiirs, the moal motive of the 
anurchist’s crane doeg not save hiu, and in 
the cave of the rascal at Shang ai (even if 
his patrtstivm be aduitted) it is fair to hope 
that he will receive the salutary treatment’ 
he deserves, always supposing (as seems 
fairly certain) that his responsibility is 
proved. He will then be regarded as a 
‘martyr,’ and one more error will have 
lad its bolster.

A special meeting of the Sanitary Board was 
held at the Board room at noon on Jan. 11th to 
consider what ateps should ba taken to cope with 
an outbreak of rinderpert at the Dairy Farm, 
l’okfalam. The Hon. Dr. J. M. Atkinaon 
(pres'dent) presided, and thara wara also prasent 
Dr. F. Clark. Medical Offiver of Health, Colonel 
Martin, RA.M.C., Captain Lyons, Cuptain 
Superintendent of Police, Mr. A. Shelton 
Hooper, Mr, Lan Chu-pak and Mr. G. A. 
W oadoook (secratary). 

Mr. A. (tip-on, Veterinary Surgeon, 
informed the Board that on Tharsday he 
received a raport from the Manager of the Dairy 
Farm that the cattle in No, 7 shed sh wed 
eymptome of illoess. Thare were 12 cows, ona 
bull and 32 ealves in the sheds and on examina- 
{ion Mr, Gibson found five of tha calvas had 
high temperatures. All the calves w-ra removed 
to No. 1 Ieo'ation Shed, those with faver at one 
end and the healthy ones at the other. Shad 
No. 7 and No. | Isolation shed ware then cloged. 
Another outbreak occurred at midway, where 36 
animals wera houged and of these nine appaared 
rugpioious. These nine were removed to No, 2 
Isolation Shed; tan wera left wera they wara 
and tha remainder (17) wera placed in an empty | 
shed elightly lower down the hill. This was to 
givetbe animals more room. The rheds wera 
sprayed with disinfectant and thoroughly 
cleansed, 

CoLoNeL Maetin moved that all the animals 
be destroyed,

Mr, Grsson—Well, thay range from $20 to 
$90 or $100; there are 14 sick calves. 

The PaestpeEnt—Are you trying the serum 
with these calves ? 

Mr, Gipson —No; the reaul{s with serom last 
year were not vary satisfactory, I do not 
recommend the killing of these calves for thoze 
I raw to-day seam to be racovering.

A new steamer fo the Hamburg Amerika 
Linie arrived io port on Jan. 15th, and leaves to- 
day forthe North. She ix called the‘ Sikiang,”’ 


“and was built by Mesars. Koch of Lubeck 


t pecially for the Yangise pass-nger trade. She 
is to be engaged on the run between Takn, 
Shanghai and Kiachau, and is replete with all 
the necessities a ship requires on the eastern 
run, The “Sikiang’ is fitted with machinery 
and steering gear of the lates! pattern. She 
is lighted throughout with eleotricity, aud fitted 
with steani pipes which will bs neo ssary 
in the colder climate of the north at th:s 
time of yeir. The cabins are roomy and 
double berthed, and throughout, in the fitting 
of the vessel, it may be said that the 
comfort of passengers has a ways been kept in 
view. Captain Habal and Chief Officer Borgholz 
speak very highly of their latest steamer, whose 
behaviour in rough weather pleased them 
immensely, 

Tha “ sikiaug" is a vessel of 120) tons net 
registered tonnage. She has a length of 298 
feet, 9 breadth of 45 feet, and a draught, when 
heavy laden, of 16,5 feet. Her engiues are of 
1200 horse power, acd her speed on the trip 
from Hamburg revistered 114 knots an bour. 
BLe can carry 2200 tons of cargo and has 
accommodation fur 26 first and eight secoud 
class p ssengers.

Ip On and Co. sought to recover f-om the 
Fu Kut Cheong firm the sum of 8:97.95 for 
goods sold and delivered, and agreed interest 
and commirsion thereon, Mr. P. Sydenham 
Dixon (of Mr. R. A. Harding's office) appeared 
for the plaintiffa, and Mr. Otto Kong Bing 
for the defendants.

Dang Chee, Sen and Co.. proceeded against 
the Yau Loong firm for an amount alleged to be 
due as losses sustained by the plaintiffs in 
earn vipeee fie aes msda by the defend- 
an supp caska of ginger. Mr. P. W. 
Goldring Of Messrs, Goldring and Burlow) 
cheers for the plaintiffs, ani Mr. &. D. 
Atkinson (of Morses. Dssoon, Looker and 
Deacon) for the defendants. 

Mr, Goldring said there had been dea'ings 
between the two firms for a considerable time 
with respect to ginger of certain brands. The 
question that would arise in this case was 
whether the goods were inferior and not 
according to sample. Hie clients contended 
that the custom among the Chinese in Hong- 
kong was to accept the report of a qualified 
surveyor in London on this print, and to make 
deductions where it was reported that the goods 
were inferior in quantity or quality. In the 
event of his Lerdship deciding that these sur- 
veyorsreporis were not acceptable be must ask 
for a commission to England. It seemed to 
him that it woald be a very serious thing it 
export firms had to send home in cases of this 
sort. He submitted that it was absolutely clear 
that the ginger was of inferior quality. 

His Lordship—I should like to hear some 
evidence on the other side as to surveyors’ 
reporte, I aot on them every day of my life, 
and I don’t see why I should go back on myself. 

Mr. Atkinson—Thia report is addressed to 
somebody entirely unknown to us. It is dated 
months after the ginger arrived in England. 

Tang Chee said he was up till December 31st 
managing partoer of the plaintiff firm.

Mr. Slide rtsted that leave had been given 
to appeal to the Fall Court from a dacision of 
Mr. Jastice Wise in Summary Jarisdicti-n in 
whioh he decided on the evidence then before 
him that the appellant was a partner in tha T k 
Li Lung firm with a man nam-d Lau Hing- 
pong. In the Court balow Lin Hing-pong 
admitted being s partner in the firm, and jadg- 
ing from his Lordahip's notes, ravs his evidence 
in a decidedly unsatisfactory mann-r. He 
producad a serias of books, which he aaid were 
the books of his firm and in whioh Li Chi-chin’s 
name appeared again and again as “ Li Chi- 
chin, partner.” The summary case wig one for 
a small sum only, and had to be heard quickly. 
Although Li Chi-chin denied be was a pirtnor 
and said he had never had anything to do with 
this firm, yet his Lordship could do nothing but 
say‘ Here are the booker, yo hava not proved 
them to be forgeries’ and give jadgmsant accord- 
ingly. That judgment was followed bya series 
of judgments amounting in all to aboat $24,000, 
The issue therefore as to whether or not this 
man wasa partner was of very ser ons moment 
{o him, and Counsel proposed first of all to refor 
to the evidence given in tha Court below. 
‘Then he would ask leave to call fresh evidence 
as to the books, : 

The Chief Justice -Were the judgments in 
any of tha cases given by consent ? 

The Puisne Judge-I cannot siy they 
were given by consent, bit in all the cases 
in which judgment was given execution was 
staved pending tha appeal. 

The Chief Justi.e—Why I asked the quas- 
tion was this: there may be technical 
diffinlties in the way with regard to the 
appeal, but it may be possible to re-try the 
case ag an original action. 

Mr. Slade—That would be difficult without 
the oonsent of the plaintiffs.

Mr. Slade—Assaming your Lordsbip’s judz- 
ment in our favour. The cours: taken wou'd 
be to apply to the pliint*ff« and ask them to 
consent to judgment being given gainst them.

negs of the books. First of all, wherever Li- 
Chi-chin’s name appeared, it was always put 

down as “ LiChi-ohin, partner,” and go was his 
wife's. Those books were not weitten in that 
way for home consumption only. Obviously 
those entries were put in for a purpose; th y 
ware not mere bookkeeping, or put thera for the 
information of the firm. Counsel would show 
that on June 29:h, a few days before tha firm 
closed, eighteen promissory notes were irsaed to 
various women. ‘These notes, though all payable 
on demand on the face of the book, purported 
to be renewals. In several ingiances items in the 
books were not correot, and transactions said to 
have taken place never took plior. Mr. Slade 
would prove from the mouth of ao expert 
accountant who had been through the books and 
balinced them, that they were ivcorrect. The 
balance was shown on the face of the books as 
$1,50; as a matter of fact, on adding it up, it 
came-to 3:99. There was a curious entry in 
the books which showed that ¥3000 had 
been paid by Li Chichin as capital 
on a certain date. Fifteen days later be 
was shown to have rectived interest on that 
money. The next point he wished to raisa was 
that the handwriting on the covers of the 
books was not the sane as the writing inside. 
The man who wrote the covers of the books, and 
who refused to wrile the inside, would be o-Iled. 
He was taken to a house by Lan Hing-pong, 
whero he found two scts of books, one 
old und one new. When asked to write 


on the covers of the new books in the 
same way as the writing on the ld, 
he wished to know why they were 


so particular, and was informed that the new 
set of books was for the inspectors of the Court 
(Sanitary Commissioners). Ton he was asked 
to draw out a partnership agreement bet wero 
Lan Hing-pong and Li Chi-chin but refased 
to do so unless he got instructions from Li 
Chi-chin, He was agiin sent fora few duys 
before the oase came on for hearing iu the 
Summary Court, and asked to re-write the 
covers of two books which bad been sp-iled. and 
he would describe what steps Lan Hing-pong 
took to mxke these new books look old. 

Their Lordships decided that the case shoald 
be tried de novo on a date to be fixed by the 
Court.

jurisdiction of Chios, Thit was a warrant 
which no magis‘rate could issus for the arrest 
of a British subject, aod if he did, it woald be 
quashed. On gach a warrant it would be 
poss bls to prove anything later on, and if only 
given sufficient -nino-meat t ere woald be 
witnesses to cone forward. Oa the warrant 
there was nothing to show who it wac the 
prisoner was xapposed to have robbed, whore it 
was the man committed the offence, or whea. 

The Chief Justioo—Under section 10 a 
magistrate has to com nit if the avidence is su ‘h 
as would jastify his committal for trial at the 
Supreme Court.
